P. resident’s Message 


There are two ways by which the success of Cam- 
rose Lutheran College can be measured. One way 
is by the number of students and staff, and by the 
size of the graduating class; the other is by the kind 
of spiritual impact which the College makes on the 
students, and through them on the communities and 
homes from which they come. It is easy to measure 
by mere size, but hard to assess real spiritual growth. 
It is the spiritual emphasis at C.L.C. which disting- 
uishes it from the public high school, and it is im- 
portant that this emphasis be maintained. If it is, 
then physical growth becomes worthwhile also. 


There is evidence of material progress, but even with the new boys’ dormitory 
the facilities of the College have been taxed to the limit. At a recent meeting, the 
Board decided that the time had come when there ought to be a definite, long-range plan 
for the future of the College. As a first step in working out such a master plan, a 
committee was appointed to study the probable needs of the school in years ahead, 
and to suggest a plan for meeting these needs. 


Some of the possibilities that will be considered by the committee will be new 
dormitory accommodation for the girls, a new classroom and administration building, 
and a gymnasium and auditorium. Some of these are needed soon while others will 
come later, but only by planning now for all our major needs can we be sure of ade- 
quately meeting them. It has also been suggested that a junior college be established 
at C.L.C. This would mean offering courses in the first year of the University, and 
would enable students to come back to College for a year’s work following grade XII, 
This, too, is something for the future. 


By providing adequate physical facilities and curriculum, the College can attract 
students. If, then, it can also provide an effective spiritual environment, it will be 
in a position to offer a most worthwhile program. This is what the Board hopes can 
be done. 


We are pleased that the College has been able to serve the students who have 
attended the school year. We congratulate the graduating class and wish each mem- 
ber a bright and happy future. We hope that others have found the College the place 
where they will want to complete their high school, and that they will be back next year.
